World's Fair 
Stall-in Fails 
To Develop 


NEW YORK (AP)—The mul 
timillion-dollar 
World’s 
Fair 
opened today with its interna­ 
tional glitter undimmed by the 
threatening dark clouds of rain 
and racial protest. 
The turnstiles, 95 of them at 
eight gateways, began spinning 
at 8:45 a.m., almost two hours 
before the official opening pro­ 
gram which featured President 
Johnson. 
An 18-year-old St. Peter’s Col­ 
lege freshm an from New Je r­ 
sey, 
Bill Turchyn of Jersey 
City, was named the No. I fair- 
goer, leading a throng expected 
to number half a million before 
the day is over and 70 million 
by the time the fair ends its two 
180-day runs. 
Turchyn had waited in line 
since Monday afternoon. 
Exotic exhibits from around 
the world had transform ed the 
646-acres of Flushing Meadow 
marshland into wonderland of 
fun and fantasy, recreation and 
reality, past and present and 
future. 
The promised 
stall-in by a 
faction of the Congress of Ra­ 
cial Equality did not materialize 
on the complex maze of high­ 
ways leading to the fair in time 
to disrupt the opening. 
A huge force of police—2,000 
city patrolmen and 3,000 private 
guards 
in 
and 
around

grounds, plus others paroling 
highways and subway lines— 
acted quickly and decisively to 
thwart any interference. 
A delegation 
of

members, mostly Negro, of the 
national CORE organization en­ 
trained at Pennsylvania Station 
to demonstrate outside certain 
pavilions, chiefly those of South­ 
ern states but also including 
some of industry.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 
House is expected to pass a 
$46.8 billion defense appropria­ 
tion bill today that would give 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara almost everything 
he asked.

Rise in Ohio 


COLUMBUS,

Nearly 65,000 more Ohioans hold 
jobs than a year ago and em 
ploymcnt appears headed for 
the best year since 1958, latest 
figures showed today. 
Administrator Willard P. Dud 
ley of the Bureau of Unemploy 
ment compen s a t i o n said the 
trend 
brightened job prospects 
for June high school graduates, 
an unexpected economic upset. 
Bureau reports to Gov. Jam es 
A. Rhodes said total employ­ 
ment r e a c h e d 3,661,900 last 
month, compared with 3,597,500 
in March a year ago, for an in­ 
crease of 64,400. 
N o n - agricultural employ 
ment gain was even higher 
Those 
figures 
were 
3,124,600 
last March, compared with 3,- 
056,300 for the same month a 
year ago, a gain of 68,300. 
The totals indicated a drop of 
about 4,000 jobs in agriculture. 
Unemployment in Ohio last 
month stood 42,200 below March 
of 1963. That was 5.1 per cent 
of the c o v e r e d labor force 
against a national average of 
5.9 per cent at the end of the 
first quarter. 
The Ohio figure included I per 
cent for unemployables, those 
who cannot hold jobs.

FBI Chiof Soot 
Some Influence 


WASHINGTON (AP) — FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover has 
told a congressional subcommit­ 
tee that “Communist influence 
does exist in the Negro move­ 
ment.” 
The transcript of his Jan. 29 
testimony, made public Tues­ 
day, does not show whether he 
cited any specific example*. 
The Communist party, he said 
in 
his 
appearance 
before 
a 
House Appropriations subcom­ 
mittee, tries to expand its in­ 
fluence among Negores and par­ 
ticularly has “sought ways and 
means to exploit the Negro civ­ 
il rights movement.” 
The Communists, Hoover said, 
try to use “what are often legit­ 
imate 
Negro 
complaints 
and 
grievances for the advancement 
of Communist objectives.” 
The number of Negroes who 
may be attracted to Communist 
party membership, “ is not the 
important thing” Hoover said. 
He 
cited 
an 
old 
Communist 
principle 
that 
“ communism 
must be built with non-Commu- 
nist hands.” 
“ We do 
know,” 
he 
added, 
“that Communist influence does 
exist in the Negro movement 
and it is this influence which is 
vitally important. It can be the 
means 
through which 
large 
masses are caused to lose per­ 
spective on the issues involved 
and, without realizing it, suc­ 
cumb to the party’s propaganda 
lures.” 
At this point in the testimony 
Hoover asked to speak off the 
record, so the hearing transcript 
does not show whether he was 
askod for, or gave, any specific 
instances of Communist influ­ 
ence among Negroes. 
Hoover,

FBI’s activities, also described 
efforts by Communists to re­ 
cruit American students to their 
views.

Communists,

said, 
have shown “ considerable pa­ 
tience”

operate with Soviet intelligence.

He said they will see an 
America solving the problems 
of city crowding, inadequate 
education, declining national re­ 
sources, and decreasing nation­ 
al beauty.

To Tip Grain 


Sales Abroad 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Agriculture 
Department 
says 
so-called “world prices’* will 
continue to govern exports sales 


o f wheat under the administra­ 
tion’s new wheat program which 
goes into effect July I. 
This program employs a cer­ 
tificate and land retirement plan 
to reduce production while sur­ 
pluses exist and to help sustain 
grower incomes near last year’s 
level. Certificates issued coop­ 
erating farmers are redeemable 
for an average of 47.5 cents a 
bushel. 
The world price of wheat is 
being stabilized about midway 
between maximum and mini­ 
mum prices set by an interna­ 
tional wheat agreement, or at 
about $1.35 a bushel. The U. S. 
farm price for the 1963 crop has 
been supported at $1.82. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Fred V. Heinkel of the Mis­ 
souri Farmers Association be­ 
lieves the controversy over gov­ 
ernment farm controls will play 
a much smaller role in this 
year’s presidential and congres­ 
sional campaigns than in recent 
campaigns. 
The farm leader told newsmen 
the extension of so-called volun­ 
tary programs to wheat and 
feed grains under the Democrat 
administration will reduce what 
he called the “farm freedom” 
issue. Heinkel said, however 
that a controversy over beef 
imports may be an important 
farm issue.

Indiana Lab Is Brewing 
Deadliest of War Gases 


; NEWPORT, Ind. (AP)—In a 
Cloistered complex of buildings 
On a hill in western Indiana, the 
United States brews and bottles 
pne of war’s deadliest weapons. 
; It is nerve gas, a stealthy 
Assassin that is odorless, taste­ 
less and virtually invisible. A 
drop, breathed or soaked into 
the skin, can kill. 
■ At the end of an assembly line 
laced with 40 miles of pipes, the 
liquefied gas is poured into 
rockets, land mines and artil­ 
lery shells—destination secret. 
The facility, housed in a for­ 
kier atomic energy installation 
now 
known as the Newport 
Chemical Plant, is the nation’s 
tnajor supply center for nerve 
gas. It has been in operation 24 
hours a day for three years. 
Details on the gas are secret, 
but a plant official describes it 
as “hundreds of times more 
toxic” than any commercial 
chemical. 
An 
Army publication 
says 
only that the gas can “cause 
death within four minutes.” A 
congressional report says less 
than a minute's exposure can 
kill. 
“This stuff here was original-' 
ly developed as an insecticide,” ’ 
says 
a vice president of the 
FMC Corp. which operates the 
plant under a government con­ 
tract.

WILBERFORCE, Ohio (A P I-

The chemicals which form the 
nerve gas are mixed and boiled 
in a plumber’s nightmare of 
pipes, furnaces, pumping towers 
and reaction vats. At one point, 
the product looks like frozen 
milk. 
In a separate building, the 
gas is pumped into rockets and 
other munitions by automatic 
equipment in a sealed compart­ 
ment. 
The equipment fills the rocket, 
X rays it to measure the con­ 
tents, rinses and dries it, and 
checks for leaks. 
From Newport, the rockets 
and artillery shells are shipped 
in 
‘normal Army supply chan­ 
nels” says Lt. Col. William J. 
Tisdale, officer in charge at the 
plant. He will say no more. 
“Everything we have here we 
would like for the public to 
know, but we don’t want the 
Russians to know,” Tisdale ex­ 
plains. 
The nerve gas is dispersed in 
a spray when its carrier ex­ 
plodes. It kills by attacking the 
body's cholinesterase, substance 
transmitting nerve signals for 
muscles to expand. 
When this fluid is crippled, 
muscles continue to constrict 
and tile body strangles its own 
vital organs. There is an anti­ 
dote, atropine, but it must be 
injected quickly, and the gas 
gives no warning. 
Manufacture is inexpensive. 
The Newport operation spends 
about $3l2 million annually— 
less than the cost of one jet 
bomber. 
The plant includes a complete 
hospital. Ten per cent of the 
operating budget is spent on 
safety. There has never been a 
plant fatality. 
Contrary to popular belief, j 
the United States is not bound 
by any treaties forbidding the 
use of nerve gas. 
Tisaale describes the Newport 
ooeration simply as “a race to 
stay ahead of any aggressor so 
he won’t be tempted.”

moved into the White House 
perhaps as his confidence in­ 
creased. But something whicl

recently 
really 
seemed to charge his batteries 
Whiie public opinion polls put 
him away in front of any Re 
publican, last Wednesday visit 
ing newspaper editors decided it 
was not a question of whether 
he would win in this election 
year but only by how much. 
He has been outdoing himself 
ever since: A news conference 
the next day, a meeting with 
the editors Friday, a news con­ 
ference Saturday, handshaking 
Sunday, a big foreign policy 
speech Monday, another new 
conference Tuesday. 
Most of the time on these 
occasions he made announce 
ments that got headlines. 
The Republicans are whirling 
around and popping off practi 
cally every day. 
They criticize him or they 
offer solutions for the ills here 
and elsewhere, all the time talk 
ing politics, and playing it. His 
advantage is that he can play 
politics without mentioning it. 
While they sound like a voice 
in the hills, he gets a big play 
just by saying something or do­ 
ing something as President, if 
it’s only shaking hands with 
tourists or walking in the White 
House rose garden. 
Ths lucky political position of 
a president in an election year 
has been true of every president 
but none ever realized it better 
than Johnson or sought to make 
more use of it. 
He has been a politician 24 
hours daily since he came to 
Congress in 1937 but never more 
so than when he repeats he just 
wants to be president of all the 
people and indicates he wouldn’t 
think of talking politics until the 
campaign begins. 
President John F. Kennedy 
stayed busy trying to keep the 
public reminded of him. But in 
this Johnson is outdoing Ken­ 
nedy who was a master at it. 
He can get more attention just 
dancing, and he loves to dance, 
than a Republcan presidential 
hopeful like Harold Stassen if 
he shouted through a bullhorn 
all day. 
Johnson is probably the great­ 
est White House dancer since 
Theodore Roosevelt, if Roose­ 
velt danced. If not Roosevelt, 
then it would have to be some­ 
one back in the 19th century.

A NOTE ON BABY

As a convenience, some baby food manufac­ 
turers now use screw cap closures. The jars are 
easy to open — but may present a health hazard. 
Som e people open jars of baby food in the store, 
perhaps taste them , and 
return 
them to the 
shelves. The contaminated jars then present a 
health hazard. M any baby foods are vacuum 
sealed. J wo tspes of caps are com m only used 
to indicate whether the jar has been opened. One 
has a '“button ’ in the center of the cap w hich is 
held in a depressed position by the vacuum , lf 
the vacuum is lost, the “button” humps up. 
A nother safety cap is in two sections with con­ 
tinuous parallel 
lines running across the top. 
Once the ja r is opened the lines no longer 
m atch. On opening a ja r with vacuum closure, 
listen for .the characteristic sound, and avoid 
use of the food if the sound is not heard. Once 
opened, baby foods should be covered and kept 
in the refrigerator.

COLUMBUS, Ohio AP) — A 
number of diseases that produce 
skin eruptions are being report­ 
ed this spring, the State Health 
Department says. 
“ We’ve had an awful lot of 
rashes.*’ remarked Dr. Harold 
A. Decker, chief of the depart­ 
ment’s communicable diseases 
division. 
Sources,

said, include: 
Measles (rubeola), German or 
three - day (rubella, different 
from ordinary measles), scarlet 
fever, erythema infectiosum (a 
mild rash), infectious mononu­ 
cleosis (which occasionally pro­ 
duces a rash) and a mystery 
virus producing a disease very 
similar to German measles.

CLEVELAND (AP) — The 
Young Women’s Christian Asso­ 
ciation has eliminated the pledge 
of faith required of all voting 
members in what leaders regard 
as part of a move to revitalize 
the country’s biggest organiza­ 
tion of women. 
Approval of the new member­ 
ship 
policy 
Tuesday 
at the 
group’s triennial national con­ 
vention will benefit an estimated 
65 per cent of the YWCA mem­ 
bership having non-voting stat­ 
us. 
Passags of the policy change 
came after some heated debate 
on a controversial proposal aim­ 
ed at eliminating the affirma­ 
tion of the Christian faith it­ 
self. Opponents viewed the pro­ 
posal as an effort to end the 
century-old identity of the YW­ 
CA as a christian organization 
and to open its leadership ranks 
to all members. 
The pledge or assent to the 
purpose of the YWCA was re­ 
garded in the past as a stum­ 
bling block for Roman Catho­ 
lics and non-christians. 
Non 
voters outnumber voters in the 
YWCA today two to one. Lead­ 
ers in the YWCA movement 
still must, however, sign the 
pledge of faith. 
The YWCA, founded in the 
United States in 1858, claims a 
registered membership of two 
million, including voting 
non-voting members.
